HOCSEHOLD HINTS.

Do nut let your Unodress or 


waBber-womsD pat clothes into the 
blueing water until they have been 
well shaken; if tossed in while fold- 
ed as they come through the wring- 
er they are almost certain to be 
streaked with blueing, and although 
after repeated washings these Btreaka 
will come out, everyone knows how 
aggravating it is to use napkins or 
handkerchiefs that show traces of 
careless washing. 


All kinds of berry stains maybe 


removed by pouring boiling water 
on or rather through, the stained 


; hold the garment over a tub 


01 washbowl, and keep pouring on 


boiling water until the stain dis- 


appears. This must be done before 
scap has been used or any attempt 
made to wash out the spot. Sweet 
apple stains may be removed by 
dipping the stained cloth iu the 
juice of ripe tomatoes, then lay it in 
the sunshine for a few hours. 
It 


may be necessarjr to repeat the op- 
eration several times. 
I have re- 


moved mildew by covering the spot 
with a mixture of soil soap and 
lemon juice, and laying the garment 
in the sunshine. 
It ia best not to 


sprinkle clothes at night, when it is 
hot and damp, or they are likely to 
mildew before morning. 


A good rule to follow when aiak 


ing ice-cream is thin: To one quart 
of rich, sweet cream allow five eggs, 
and sugar enough to sweeten to your 
taste; cook in a pail or pan, set in a 
kettle of hot water. When as thick 
as for boiled custard take it out and 
when cool flavor it 
If you put the 


flavoring extract in when the cus- 
tard is hot you will be obliged to 
use much more. Let it be cold be- 
fore putting it into the freezer; you 
gain no time by harrying. Set the 
custard in the refrigerator or down 
cellar, then pack the ice and salt 
around the freezer. Constant stir- 
ring is what gives the desired fine 
grain to the frozen cream. In peach 
time quarters or slices of the fresh 
peaches may be stirred in and frozen 
with the cream. Pineapple is also 
used in this way, but cannot be rec 
ommended, as it must be very indi 
gestible.

If the ends are inclined to draw, 
and will not hang a^ you wish them 
to, then take a piece of flannel, dou- 
ble it and lay the ends on that, and 
press lightly with an iron that U 
just warm.
